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C. W. Lamb Has Had 
Half Century Of Voting 


C. W. Lamb is a man who takes his 
voting as a matter of habit. In 1902 
he voted in the election of a Reeve 
for the Village of Raymond. He didn't 
tell us if he voted for the successful 
candidate or not but he told us that 
Mr. Henry Fairbanks held that office. 

In 1903 Mr. Lamb voted in the first 
election of the Town of Raymond and 
had the honor of being elected to the 
Town Council. The Mayor elected at 
that time was Charles McCarthy and 
the other members of the Council 
were: T. O. King, E. B. Hicks, B. F. 
Rolfson, A. E. Moore and Russell Me 
Duffy. The Secretary at the beginning 
was T. J. O’Brien but that office was, 
passed on to R. O. Matheson (who, 
incidentally gave Raymond its first 
newspaper). 

Since that time Mr. Lamb has voted 
in all the civic elections that have 
been held in town and has lived to 
see seventeen other men fill the office 
of Mayor.
